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The 1969 football team finished its season with a 
7-0-0 record, the first undefeated, untied team in 
the school’s history. The team amassed 206 points, 
while yielding its foes only 59. Only three letter- 
men returned as the season opened, but several 
seniors were waiting at the field to help the team 
in any way they could. There weren’t only seniors 
waiting for the veterans of previous Seminary 
seasons, but a good number of underclassmen, hop- 
ing not only to help this year but also to help for 
the future. At the gate waiting for these boys were 
three gentlemen who unified this crew and instilled 
a desire for victory. These gentlemen were 
Coaches Antinnes, Alinikoff and Kersey, who 
guided the team to the history-making success 
that it enjoyed. 

This year’s team displayed an explosive offense 
that had been unseen at Sem for many years. The 
combination of rifle-arm Tim Grip and speedy Mike 
Blandina connected eighteen times for an average 
of thirty yards a pass. The most exciting of these 
passes came in the Mercersburg game when they 
got together for a ninety-five yard touchdown play 
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which stunned the opposition. Both of these play- 
ers were deadly runners not only from the line of 
scrimmage but also on kick-off and punt returns. 

The running back chores were handled mainly 
by Kevin Hardiman, Bob Sama, and co-captain 
Gary Bushelli. All three of these men are small in 
size but big in determination and desire. Kevin was 
the big man up the middle as he was the team’s 
leading rusher, and Bob was always dangerous on 
the end sweeps and became the second leading 
rusher. ‘‘Bush’’ was the handy man in the backfield 
as he was a competent rusher and receiver. The 
tight end chores were fulfilled satisfactorily by 
rugged Terry Byrd. Terry really displayed his tal- 
ents in the last game of the year against Blair when 
he grabbed eight passes for a very successful day. 

Other players gaining valuable game experience 
were Pat Kelly and Van Johnson at quarterback, 
John Mosca, Abe Floyd and Tom Person at wing- 
back, Pete Davies at fullback, and Joe Ressa, 
Neville Shea, Donn Innes and Tom Barton at tail- 
back. 

Not all the glory should go to these people in the 











backfield, as the offensive line should also be con- 
gratulated for a successful campaign. Tackles Carl 
Grivner and co-captain Jon Edwards opened many 
a hole for the speedy backs and big Jon always 
kept the spirit of the team running high. Paul 
Schmitt and Mark Ciocca, although they were 
small, were both adept at pulling and straight on 
blocking. Center Chuck Howland got every ball 
rolling with a good snap and then continued to 
block well, opening many holes up the middle. 

Subbing for the Knights on the line were Rusty 
Flack, Bill Jaffe and Joe Pavia at tackles, Neil 
Rosenberg, John Ciocca, Mike Kolesar and Richard 
Ross at guards, and Paul Griesmer at center. 

The Knights held their opponents to an aver- 
age of 9.8 points a game. The defensive team 
was small, but its great desire to win overcame 
the lack of size. At defensive ends were Nils 
Barton and Terry Byrd, who were very good at 
stopping sweeps and covering passes in the flat. 
Tackles, Jon Edwards and Cary Grivner, and mid- 
dle guards, Neil Rosenberg and Paul Schmitt, 
blocked up the middle well, and they sent many an 
opponent ball carrier talking to himself as he 
walked back to the huddle. 

This year’s linebackers were Kevin Hardiman, 
Paul Schmitt and Pat Kelly. This crew stopped 
plays well and successfully covered short passes. 
Playing in the secondary were Tim Grip, Bob Sama, 
Mike Blandina, Gary Bushelli and Tom Barton. 


These players picked off several opponents’ aerials 
and brought some back all the way to paydirt. 

Handling the punting chores for the team was Al 
Langrall. Al had a fine average of thirty-five yards 
a punt. Tim Grip added twenty extra points for the 
Knights and was also responsible for the kick-off 
duties. 

At the end of the year the team voted for this 
year’s Most Valuable Player and next year’s cap- 
tains. The Most Valuable Player was leading scorer 
on the team, Big 33 quarterback, Tim Grip. Tim 
was not only an excellent player, but he was a good 
leader both on and off the field. Co-captains for 
the 1971 season are Nils Barton and Carl Grivner. 

As for next year’s team ... it’s hard to predict, 
as we don’t know what new players may be com- 
ing. Even if no new members were to enter, the 
team would be successful since there is a large 
nucleus of returning lettermen.
